CARING ENDS, NO 
ARGUMENTS MADE 


Attorneys Will Submit Briefs and 
Decision Is Not Expected _ 
for.a Month. 


DEFENDANT LAST WITNESS 


Denies Testimony of Another 
Chauffeur as to Her Acts 
in 1913. 


The taking of testimony in the cele- 
brated divorce suit of Robert E. Nolker 
against Pear! Elizabeth Nolker came to 
an end at 11:15 o’clock this morning, a 
week after the hearing opened. Mrs. 
Nolker, testifying in rebuttal, was the 
last witness in the case, and at the end 
of her statement both sides announced 
they had no more evidence to introduce, 
save a number of depositions. 

It was agreed on both sides that the 
attorneys, instead of arguing the case, 
would submit briefs. P. HI. Cullen, 
counsel for defendant, promised to sub- 
mit his brief in 10 days. Abram Frum- 
berg, representing Nolker, said his orie 
would not be ready until five days afier 
the court stenographer completes the 
transcript of the testimony. It Is ex- 
pected that this will take two weeks, 
and that a decision may not be handed 
down for perhaps a month. 

Both Confident as to Decision. 

Nolker, smiling, said: Well, every- 
thing is in. It looks pretty good to me. 
I'm satisfied.’’ 

Mrs. Nolker, ‘who for the first time 
had exchanged her black garb for a 
suit of gray checks, with gray spats and 
a jaunty tam-o’-shanter, sald: 

See, I’m wearing light colors today, 
the coiors of spring, which is the sea- 
son of hope. Lies have never won a 
case, and the truth will triumph. I have 
nothing to fear. I am innocent of 
wrongdoing of any kind. I am just go- 
ing to forget it all until the decision 
comes. I am supremely confident that 
justice will prevail.“ 

A new witness for Nolker was placed 
on the stand soon after‘ court opened’ 
in the person

feur for the Columbia Taxicab Oa, The 
plaintiff, when resting his case last 
week, reserved liberty to call additioral 
witnesses. 

Under questioning, Bond said that one 
evening during March, 1918, he received 
a message from the starter at the Hotel 
Jefferson to go at once to the Mary- 
land Hotel. A man and a woman 
emerged from the cafe and the man 
whispered an address in the 3900 block 
on Washington avenue. 

Bond drove them there, he said, and 
the man gave him half a dollar, telling 
him to get lunch and return in an hour. 
At 7:15 o'clock he returned to the house, 
and thé same man and woman, he de- 
clared, came out and got into his car. 
He drove them to Lindell boulevard and 
Euclid avenue, where the woman got out 
and walked west on the south side of 
Lindell. He then drove the man to the 
Hotel Jefferson. 


‘Says Woman Was Mrs. Nolker. 

Two days later, the witness continued, 
he say the same woman got out of an 
automobile in front of the Grand-Leader. 
He recognized the chauffeur, he said, as 
having the first name of Otto, and went 
over and spoke to him. The Nolkers 
had a chauffeur named Otto Pruawitz, 
who has figured in the case. 

The chauffeur told him, Bond Said, 
that the woman was my madame,” and 
gave her name as Mrs. Nolker. 

The witness was then asked to look 
at the plaintiff. Mrs. Nolker bore 
his glance without a sign of embar- 
rassment and showed no trace of 
feeling when Bond identified her as 
the woman who was alleged to have 
been a passenger in his car. No at- 
tempt was made to bring out the iden- 
tity of the man mentioned as her com- 
panion. Bond testified that the 
Washington boulevard house was one 
of ill repute. 

Attorney P. H. Cullen sought to 
show that at the time of the purport- 
ed incident his client was not in the 
city, but her husband, Robert F. 
Nolker, took the stand and declared 
she did not leave St. Louis until April 
or May of 1913. 

Mrs. Nolker went back on the stand 
and testified that she never saw Bond 
in her life, that she had never been in 
a questionable house in St. Louis or 
anywhere else, and that she had never 
been at the Maryland Hotel. In fact.“ 
she added, 1 didn’t knee there was a 


Maryland Hotel in St. Louis until the 


name was mentioned in testimony yes- 
terday.”’ 

Miss Julia M. Laurance, a 
public at the Warwick Hotel, testi- 
fied that last Saturday Mrs. Gladys 
Serrano made an affidavit at the ho- 
tel stating that the evidence she gave 
in favor of Mrs. Nolker was false. 
The affidavit was introduced in evi- 
dence. 

Denies Mre. Serrano’s Testimony. 

Nolker resumed the stand at yester- 
day afternoon's session and denied he 
ever gave money to Mrs. Serrano or 
made an improper proposal to ber. as 
she had testified. He said he met her 
one time at the Pendleton Club with 
the man she later married, and that 
subsequently they went to Fauna Flora 
and had a chicken dinner. 

One day last fall, de said, she tele- 
phoned to him she had just come from 
the office of P. H. Cullen, his wife's 
attorney, and said, “Tt want to tell you 
what they are trying, to do to vou.“ 
He also denied that he had ever in-

The cooks and the commis- 
sary department were busy during the 
ufternoon supervising the installation in 
the basement of 15 gas ranges and cof- 
fee percolators. 

Shortly after 6 o'clock connections 
were completed and a supper consisting 
of corned beef hash, stewed tomatoes. 
baked beans, bread and coffee was 
served. 

At nightfall the stream of reporting 
guardsmen had thickened. Col. Rob- 
bins estimated that at 6 o'clock more 
than 600 members of the regiment had 
reported. The armory resounded with 
the din of activities. Buglers ran over 
the various calis, Mess Sergeants hur- 
ried about collecting scattered kitchen 
equipment and noncommissioned offi- 
cers took charge of “awkward squads” 
of recent recruits, instructing them in 
the manual of arms.

The outstanding feature of the mo- 
bilization was the apparent lack of ade- 
quate equipment. The militiamen were 
garbed in motley array. Some even 
wore what ts termed “mixed uniforms,’ 
or a combination of military uniform 
and civilian clothing. The new recruits 
that have enlisted during the recent 
recruiting campaign, with a few excep- 
tions, have not been supplied with um- 
forms. Some have been given. old-style 
blue dress unfforms. 


Adjutant-General Donnelly admitted 
that in uniforms and clothing the regi- 
ment was poorly outfitted. Gen Don- 
nelly said he had wired the Militia Bu- 
reau at Washington for permission. to 
draw supplies directly from the Depot 
Quartermaster’s supplies at St. Louis. 
He sald the regiment was badly in need 
of all kinds of wearing apparei. 

Clothing requisitions were forwarded 
to the Quartermaster-General] more than 
three months ago, Gen. Donnelly sald.

Great Anxiety Aboard Liner in 


Danger Zone, but No Sub- 
marine Was Seen. 


LONDON, Monday, March %.—The St. 
Louis, the first passenger vessel carry- 
ing the American flag to cross the At- 
lantic since Germany's declaration of 
unrestricted submarine destruction and 
the first armed American liner to enter 
a European port since the war began, 
arrived this morning. She carried 4 


meager number of passengers— 8 all 

told—but her holds were filled to ca- 

pacity’ with noncontraband freight. 
The St. Louis came through without 


nor was there at any time any indica- 
tion that German undersea boats were 
after the big liner. 

But signs of war were not lacking, 
and the last three days aboard were 
anxious ones for passengers and crew. 
Friday, and again on Saturday, after 
the St. Louis had entered the forbidden 
zone, driftwood was passed, apparently 
parts of destroyed lifeboats. Yester- 
day a great field of oil was encountered. 
Vague rumors of the sinking of ships, 
either ahead of or near the St. Louls, 
increased the nervous tension. 

For three days and nights the captain 
did not leave the bridge and never in 
her 22 years has the American ship been 
driven so furiously as. she was from the 
time she passed into the danger sone 
until she was picked up by a pilot. 

The journey was virtually without in- 


Unusual precautions were taken as soon 
as the liner passed the Ambrose Light. 
but as shé neared the eanger point even 
the lift rafts and collapsible boats were 
made ready for immediate ute. Re 
fiectors were strung up fore and aft and 
carbide lights were tied along the rails 
for use in the event the St. Louis 
should be attacked by a submarine. 

The passengers slept little in the 
danger zone, remaining in the reading 
room with life belts ready. Long be- 
fore daybreak yesterday. with the land 
still far below the horizon, most of the 
passengers were on deck, watching the 
sea as anxiously as the men on the 
bridge. Suddenly out of the haze shot 
British patrol vessels. Instructions were 
signalled. The St. Louis responded and 
continued her journey, and the subma- 
rine hunters also went their way.

Mayor Kiel said the campaign had 
been conducted ‘‘on conservative and 
dignified lines, and he ventured on 
only one matter of controversy. He 
spoke in favor of a lower water rate 
for manufacturers—an idea which the 
Civic League has opposed. Augustus L. 
Abbott, president of the league, set 
forth the leagye's vie wof the matter 
in reply to Kiel. 

The rest of Kiel's speech was devoted 
to the usefulness of the league, the 
growth of St. Louis and the willing- 
ness of the people of St. Louis to spend 
money for needed objects.

DEPORTED HELGIANS WRITE 
THAT THEY ARE STARVING 


Many Declared to Be Dying for Want 
of Food in German Deten- 
tion Camps. 

HAVRE, France, March 27.—The Bel 
gian Government has received by trust- 
worthy means letters from responsible 
Belgians who have been deported to 
Germany. The letters, dated at the end 
of February or early in March, were 
written from the camps where the men 
are being held. Some passages follow: 

“Since Feb. 1 we have had only tw 
meals a day. The one in the evening 
has been discontinued. That was the 
best one, because we had corn.“ 

From another letter: “It ig frightful 
here. We are dying of famine. We 
have a ration uf bread, water and beets. 
That is all. We are skeletons covered 
with skin. Yesterday 13 were counted 
in the morgue, and 14 today. That is 
from among the 3000 or 4000 here. Con- 
ditions are more frightful in the — 
and —— camps. If anyone gives us a 
little soup or something else to eat he 
is punished with five days in prison.” 

From another letter: The situation be- 
comes more anlj more unendurable from 
day to day. Every morning two or 
three dead are found in the huts. The 
doctors decline all responsibility. Today 
120 are dead at camp ——. We hope for 
our déliverance by the great offensive.“

GERMANS PUSHED BACK BY 


FRENCH IN FIELD FIGHTING 


Infantry Advances Through Brush and Quick 


Charges Win Positions on Southern . 
Pivot of Hindenburg Line. 


AT THE FRENCH FRONT IN 
FRANCE, SUNDAY, March 5. via 
Paris, March 2%.—French troops had a 
chance today to show their dash and 
skill in semi-open fighting and tock 
ample advantage of it. 

At the southern pivot of the so-called 
Hindenburg line. which is supposed to 
be about at Vailly, they came to grips 


on several occasions with the Germans, 
who attempted to make a stand on the 
edge of the Crouy Plateau, which is a 
strong off-shoot of the still larger Laon 


Plateau. The Associated Press Corre- 
spondent watched today’s engagement 
from a near by height and saw the 
French soldiers gradually push away 


the German opposition and attain the 
points they were seeking to occupy with 
a precision little short of marvelous. 

The French had kept close on the 
heels of the retiring Germans since they 
quit Soissons, never giving them a mo- 
ment's respite until the pursuers occu- 
ried the sort of triangle formed by the 
three points of Crouy, Missy-Sur-Aisne 
and Pont Rouge on the Maubeuge road. 
At the last named place the Germans 
evidently expected to cease their retire- 
ment, as was shown by their abandon- 
ing the useless work of sawing down 
fruit trees. 

Difficult to Restrain French. 

As the correspondent watched the 
countryside over which the attacking 
troops were proceeding, not a vestige 
could be seen of the advancing men on 
foot. They trickled through under cover 
of the brushwood until they had assem- 
bled in sufficient strength and near 
enough for striking a blow. Meanwhile 
German airmen were unable to locate 
them. 

Then an inferno of artillery fire broke 
forth from the French guns, after which 
a final spurt by the infantry carried the 
position, which on this occasion was a 
big farmhouse near Margival. This was 
held in the face of desperate counter af- 
tacks. The Germans themselves had a 
few trenches in this i relying for 
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the most part on organised centers of 
resistance and their heavy artillery. 
Successes Cheer Treops. 

The correspondent had come up trem 
Soissons through a territory laid waste, 
as had been the countryside wherever 
the Germans had been forced to evacu- 
ate. Soissons itself is still bombarded 
almost daily and the final effort before 
the Germans left the adjacent trenches 
on March 18 was an endeavor to set fire 
to the town and the much-battered ca- 
thedral.

The men are wearing their own shoes.

Gen. Donnelly then wired the Central 
Department at Chicago, Gen. Barry com- 
manding, that the First Regiment was 
ready for service. 

After nightfall mothers, wives, sisters 
and sweethearts of the guardsmen vis- 
ited the armory.

In some of the company quarters there 
was dancing. At the headquarters of 
the regimental band, an informal concert 
was given. 

Causes of Rejection. 

The recruiting office in the armory 
basement is in charge of Maj. E. H. 
Burgher of the medical corps. Last 
night Maj. Burgher reported that 83 


out of 134 applicants. The principal 
causes of rejection, he said, were for 
Vision, hammer toes,“ lack of weight 
and imperfect teeth. 

At 8 o'clock, Gen. Donnellv had re 
ceived orders from Gen. Barry to safe- 
guard bridges across the Mississippi and 
Missouri Rivers and to protect railroad 
and Government property and strategic 
points.

After the iast company departed, 
visitors were cleared from the armory 
and cots and blankets brought forth. 
The majority of the men were pro- 
vided with cots and slept comfort- 
ably in their company quarters. A 
few were compelled to roll up in 
blankets on the floor of the drill hall. 


The 600 men who slept in the arm- 
ory were awakened at 8:30 this morn- 
ing. After cots were folded a break- 
fast of “tin willie,” or tinned corned 
beef, bacon, bread and coffee was 
served.

FOUGHT ENEMY FLEET 
WITH A SINGLE GUN 


British Officer Given 
humous Victoria Cross for 
Jutland Battle Bravery. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
LONDON, March 17.— For the most 


conspicuous bravery and devotion to 
duty,’’ In the battle of Jutland, a pos- 
thumous Victoria Cross has just been 
awarded Commander Leftus William 
The London Gazette in making 
the announcement says that the full 
facts have only now been ascertained,“ 
which accounts for the long delay 
bestowing the distinction. 

The official report states that on the 
afternoon of May 31, 1916, Commander 
Jones in the torpedo boat destrover 
Shark led a division of destroyers to at- 
tack the enemy battle cruiser squaiicr. 
In the course of this attack a shell hit 


the Shark's bridge, putting the steer- 
ing gear out of order and very shortly 
afterward a shell disabled the main en- 
gine, leaving the vessel helpless. : 

The commanding officer of another 
destroyer, seeing the Shark's plight, 
came between her and the enemy and 
offered assistance, but was warned by 
Commander Jones not to run the risk 
of being almost certainly sunk by trying 
to help him. Although wounded in the 
leg, he went aft to help connect and 
man the after wheel. Meanwhile the 
forecastie gun with its crew had been 
blown away, and the same fate soon 
befell the after gun and crew. Com- 
mander Jones then went to the midship 
and only remaining gun and personally 
Assisted in Keeping it in action. 

All this time the Shark was subjected 
to very heavy fire from enemy light 
cruisers and destroyers at short range. 
The crew of the midship gun was re- 
duced to three, of whom one was soon 
badly wounded in the leg. A few min- 
utes later Commander Jones was hit by 
a shell which took off his leg above the 
knee, but he continued to give orders to 
the gun's crew while a stoker improvised 
a tourniquet around his thigh. Noticing 
that the ensign was not properly hoist- 
ed, he gave orders that another be 
raised. 

Soon afterwards, seeing the ship could 
not last much longer, and that a Ger- 
man destroyer was closing in, he gave 
Orders for the surviving members of 
the crew to put on life beits. Almost 
immediately after giving the order, the 
Shark was struck by a torpedo and 
sank. Commander Jones,“ stated the 
report in conciusion. unfortunately was 
not among: the. few survivors from the 
Shark who were picked up by a neutral 
vessel in the nicht.

| Mayor Kiels chances of re-election 
will not be impaired by war with Ger- 
many, declared John Schmoll, chatr- 
man of the Republican City Committee, 
yesterday, in replying to a queetion oy 
a Post-Dispatch reporter whether he 
still believed that an international con- 
flict would prompt St. Louisans ot Ger- 
man birth or origin to prefer Kiet on 
account of his Teutonic name. 

“But remember to say for me the: 
voters of German stock are good, loyal 
Americans, Schmoll insisted, “and they 
will cast their ballots as Americana.” 

When reminded that he had cited A. 
H. Frederick 's race against hülse F. 
Aloe in the Republican primary two 
years ago, when both were seeking the 
nomination as President of the Board 
of Aldermen, to prove the advantage of 
having a German name, Schmoll said 
that conditions were different then. 

“You see the war was new then, and 
feeling was pretty high. Aloe was of 
English descent and voters of German 
extraction did not like him as wen a» 
they liked Frederick. But now the war 
is not such a live issue and it won't cut 
much of a figure.” 

In a previous interview with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, before the primartes, 
Schmoll declared that a war with Ger- 
many or an intensification of feeling 
between the Berlin Government and the 
United States would help Kiel. The 
Mayor's German name, Schmoll «aid, 
would give him an advantage. 

“I know how it was in the race be- 
tween Aloe and Frederick two Years 
Ago, Schmoll explained, by way of fur- 
nishing an example. “I was for Aloe 
and I tried to get Germans in my ward 
to vote for him. They told me the, 
preferred ‘Friederich,’ as they called 
him,’’ Schmoll said, pronouncing Fred- 
erick’s name with the German accent. 

It was said by one of the Democratic 
leaders that it was these published ut- 
terances of Schmoll that started the dis- 
cussion which led to the adoption of a 
plank on “Americanism” in the 
cratic city platform and the controversy 
between Democratic and Republican can- 
didates. 

A. H. Frederick, who was nominated 
and elected President of the Board of 
Aldermen on the Republican ticket two 
years ago, did not take office, having 
confessed to real estate forgeries a few 
days after his election. He was aen- 
tenced to a term of 10 years in the pen- 
itentiary, where he now is.

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SPIRIT OF GERMANS 
BROKEN DECLARES 
CURE OF VOYENNES 


Soldiers Growing Restless Under 
Harsh Treatment and Poor 
Food, He Says. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press. 

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, March 26.—This is the 
story of the Priest of Voyennes, M. 
Le Cure Caron, who stood in the 
shadow of the still hot walls of his 
church, ‘which had been set alight by 
the Germans the day they slipped 
away from this little viHage perched 
above the valley of the Somme. 
Flashes of passionate protest mingled 
with a spirit of proud resignation in 
his recital of the life at Voyennes 
during the two and half years of 
German control—a civil imprison- 
ment which ended Monday last when 
through field glassé from the loft of 
his presbytery the priest, who also 
was acting Mayor, saw four khaki- 
clad horsemen on the road and knew 
that the Germans had gone and Brit- 
ish relief was at hand. 

A few minutes later a French cav- 
alry patrol appeared and the allles 
had formed a new link in the pursuit 
of the common foe. Today the boom- 
ing of the guns in this pursuit could 
be heard over a stretch of 80 miles. 

Were Cut Off From World. 

The cure told how a few narrow 
scars in the earth, known as German 
trenches, ribbons of barbed wire be- 
hind them and a bit of shell-torn 
waste called “no Man’s Land,” had 
isolated a section of the French peo- 
ple from their country as effectually 
as if they had been suddenly trans- 
planted to another hemisphere. He 
told how in Voyennes women, chil- 
dren and old men lived and toiled 
for the invaders in utter ignorance of 
what was going on in the world about 
them, just as other thousands still 
shut within the German lines are liv- 
ing, toiling and wondering today. 
They were told long ago that their 
beautiful Paris was to fall within a 
week and would be pillaged and 


Lurned. 

Later they were told “Paris is 
dead,” and the Germans added insult 
to injury, the old priest exclaimed, . 
by pronouncing it Paris“ instead of 
“Paree.”’ 


The inhabitants of Voyennes sub- 
mitted to enemy domination with 
heads erect and patient calmness 
that the Germans could not un- 
derstand. “We would break your 
pride,” Prussian officers declared, 
“and make you slaves. All France 
shall fall at our feet.“ 

Cats Would Not Eat the Food. 
Pale, drawr and old, as was the cure, 
nevertheless he seemed imbued with 
sudden, defiant strength as he raised 
himself to his full height and continued: 
“IT told them that never again would 
France yield to such a foe, They taunt- 
ed us and said they would crush Europe 


in a few months. We replied that 
France would fight five years and more 
if necessary. Sometimes they laughed 
scornfully at this, but lately they could 
not contain their fury that the war was 
lasting so long.“ 

“And did the people suffer much?“ he 
was asked. 

“As, ves, he replied. “Our food did 
not last ‘ong. Then we had to workx 
for the Germans and take what they 
gave us. Sometimes it was so that 
even the cats refused to eat. Then the 
Americans began to feed us, and that 
saved thousands of lives. Our people 
are very grateful. 

Crucifix Escapes (lames. 

But let us not dwell on the physical 
side today, but speak of the mental and 
moral anguish we endured, for it seemed 
like the span of a hundred years. It 
has left us all but imbecilic. I scarce 
can keep my vagrant thoughts to- 
gether.”’ 

Last Sunday, when early mass was 
over, the German commandant at Voy- 
ennes appeared at the church with a 
party of soldiers bearing petrol cans. 
He bluntly told the priest that he was 
tired of the war and, as one means of 
bringing the end nearer, he was Koing 
to burn the church. The priest thought 
it was a cruel jest, until he was es- 
corted to his house and held prisoner 
there. He was compelled to look on 
impotently while the inflammable liquid 
was sprayed atout and the torch ap- 
plied in a dozen places. Of all the an- 
cient interior, only the wooden crucifix 


against the altar wall, by some strangc 


freak, escaped the flames. 

Late at night the Germans rode away. 
Not another building in all Voyennes 
was touched. 


Says German Spirit Is Broken.

to see the German spirit break, from the 
unspeakable arrogance of their first on- 
slaught and threat toward the Parish

in the street and said: ‘Father, we are 
lost. I have done much in this war

Some of the officers treated their sub- 
ordinates like dogs; they said the men 
were their slaves, as the Frénch would 
be. I saw an officer one day, without 
reason Whatever, cuff his orderly 80 
hard that the man's eye was black for 
a week. The soldier's only reply was 4o 
click his heels 8 and come to 
salute.

They replied they were helpless now as 
part of a military machine but when 
the war was over their time would 
come. For a long time now the German 
soldiers have had no coffee and their 
rations have been growing less and less. 
I tell you with all solemenity that when

Dukes and the royal Princes, in a joint 
telegram addressed to the provisional 
Government today not only formally as. 
sociate themselves with the abdication 
of Grand Duke Michael, but also turn 
over to the new Government their of- 
ficial wealth, namely, their holdings :‘ 
crown lands and other state grants here- 
tofore attaching to their station. 

The telegrams read: 

“Grand Dukes Nicholas Nicholovitch, 
Nicholas Michaelovitch, Alexander Mich- 
aelovitch dnd his family, Boris Viadi- 
mirovitch, Serge Michaelovitch, Georges 
Michaelovitch and Dmitre Constantino- 
vitch, and Princes Gabriel Constantino- 
vitch, Igor Constantinovitch and Alex- 
ander of Oldenbufg, inspired by love of 
country, have associated themselves en- 
tirely in the considerations expressed in 
the act of abdication signed by Grand 
Duke Michael Alexandrovitch and ex- 
press at the same time the firm resolu- 
tion to support in every way the pro- 
visional Government. 

“As to their appanage, the Grand 
Dukes express the opinion in conse- 
quence of this act it becomes the prop- 
erty of the state.“

Le Gaulois remarks that the World 
in taking this initiative lives up to the 
great reputation it has established in 
this war in truly magnificent fashion.“ 

Georges Clemenceau, in L’Homme En- 
chaine, says “it is evident from the 
World's suggestion that the financial 
question (involved in America’s entry 
into the war) is already being envisaged 
with grandeur of viewpoint. 

„Perhaps the boches are beginning 
vaguely to suspect the truth,“ he con- 
tinues, “for I behold the reappearance: 
of the old maneuver for mediation. Caro 
was taken not to name the Power that 
would attempt the thankless task.

Precedent for Aiding France Now. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—Forty 
years after the close of the Revolution- 
ary War the House of Representatives, 
on Dec. 22, 1824, passed a bill appropriat- 
ing $200,000 for Gen. Marquis de Lafay- 
ette, 
and sacrifices in the War of the Revo- 
lution.“ The bill had been passed by 
the Senate and President Monroe ap- 
proved it.

‘IT do not favor a donation to either of 
the belligerents,“ said Representative 
Wilson of Louisiana. “My opinion 18 
that an extension of credit for supplies 
is all they are likely to ask for or to

GERMAN RETREAT 
1S TO GAIN TIME 


Great Allied Offensive Being 
Delayed to Await Develop- 
ment of U-Boat. War. 


PART OF. BIGGER -PLAN 
Hinted in Berlin That Style of 


Warfare in West Is to Be 
Materially Changed.

Sphinx Ludendorff have up their strat- 


egic sleeve. The new spring fight fash- 
ions, now beginning to be shown on 
the western front, are tempting to the 
Teuton military specialists, but they 
would not be permitted to speculate if 
‘they wished to do so. Even the corre- 
spondent of the Post-Dispatch has re- 
celved a gentle but awe-inspiring warn- 
ing to indulge. in no attempts at 
prophesying regarding possible military 
developments, and to refrain from send- 
ing out any cryptic or oracular messages 
from which Germany’s enemies might 
druw valuable conclusions, 

The usual Hindenburg policy of abso- 
lute secrecy is departed from, however, 
to the extent that German military 
writers are permitted to throw out 
broad hints that great and decisive 
events are impénding and that the 
grand climax of the war is approach- 
ing. The Kaiser's telegrams of con- 
gratulations to King Ludwig of Ba- 
varia, Crown Prince Rupprecht of Ba- 
varia, Commander in Chief of the re 
treating German armies, and his Cabinet 
order to Hindenburg, addressed affec- 
tionately as ‘‘Mein Lieber Feld Mar- 
schall, characterized the retreat in the 
west as “a new leaf of glory in the ac- 
tivities of my highest leadership.” 

Further, the Kaiser said the move- 
ments now taking place in France sig- 
nify a measure of the greatest signifi- 
cance for the general situation on our 


west front A new basis has been creat- 


ed thereby for the further conduct of 


the war.“ This is signed Tour well- 
affectionated and thankful King Wil- 
Ham.“ 

Retreat Part of Definite Pian. 

While speculation is not permissible, 
there is genera] agreement that Hinden- 
burg has a definite plan. Maj. Morhat, 
the Tageblatt’s critic, says so, and adds 


that the enemy doesn’t know what it is, 


while the Tages Zeitung is able to say 
that “through the opening up of un- 


1 limited submarine warfare, with its re- 


action on Germany’s general situation, 
a new offensive move will not be pos- 
sible for months. Then, however, it 
will be under conditions which will be 
dictated, not by Nivelle, but by Hin- 
denburg.“ 

Another distinguished critic, Gen. von 
Blume, discussing the change in the 
war situation in the west, throws ont 
the following illuminative gleams: 

The shortening of the front which we 
have attained can hardly be our main 
motive, for the enemy’s front, if he fol- 
lows, will be similarly shortened. We 
know, however, that for months our en- 
emies had massed thousands of heavy 
guns before certain portions of our 
front, together with inexhaustible sup- 
plies of ammunition, and at tremendous 
expense of time and strength, had made 
the most careful preparations for an at- 
tack in overwhelming strength. 

“Why should we have accepted the 
decisive battle desired by the enemy in 
a position where victory would cost us 
the heaviest sacrifice, with doubtful 
prospects for its strategic exploitation? 
Our long defensive has fulfilled its pur- 
pose. What matters now is to frustrate 
the intentions and preparations of the 
enemy, and to bring about conditions for 
the decisive fight which shall be as fa- 
vorable as possible for us. All else is 
incidental.”’ * 

Whatever Hindenburg’s ultimate pur- 
pose may be, it is no mistake to regard 
the movement in the west as a sparring 
for time, since, according to the Ger- 
man view, the initiation of unlimited 
submarine war has overturned one of 
the fundamental axioms of the world 
war. It is héld here that time is no 
longer fighting on the side of the en- 
tente; that, thanks to submarine war- 
fare, Germany is in a position to wait, 
while the entente cannot wait, since 
every submarine month will tncreasing- 
ly weaken the striking power of the en- 
tente armies. 

A further significant suggestion is that 
the Germans, who invented drum fire, 
have at last found an effective defense 
against it, and that the new positions 
are tactically so laid out, and technica)- 
ly so built, that they will de relatively 
impervious to the heaviest artillery. 11 
may be said also that the retreat is ho 
improvisation. The problem has long 
occupied the best brains of the German 
army. 

Thus, I am able to tell that last Au- 
gust, during the Somme battle, in dis- 
cussing the possible future farms of the 
war with Gen. von Gallwits, then Com- 
mander in Chief of the German armies 
on the Somme, he expressed to me his 
conviction that the rigid trench front 
and the Somme battle were by no means 
the final form of warfare: that. on the 
contrary, some new way wold be found 
of setting. a rigid front in motion: that 
there would be @ return to the soldier's 
ideal, motion warfare. 

Couldn't you start up motion war- 
fare on tlie West front by simply retreat- 
ing far enought’ I suggested.

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THE WAR AND OUR ELECTION. 


From Reedy’s Mirror. 

Week after next there will be an election in St. 

Louis. But for one thing, I believe the Republican 
ticket would be elected by the usual majority. 
That one thing is an ugly thing to talk about, 
but it existe and cannot be ignored. The thing is 
that the Republican platform absolutely ignores 
the imminence of war with Germany and contains 
no declaration of loyalty to this country in such 
‘a crisis. What has the crisis to do with a mu- 
nicipal election? Nothing, except that the mu- 
nictpal election is an American election, too. And 
the bearing of the Republican platform's silence 
about the crisis upon the relation of the election 
to the patriotic spirit of the country lies in the 
fact that the Republican ticket is largely made up 
of persons with ineluctably German names and 
looks to the support of a strong Germanic ele- 
ment in the community. It is unfortunate but 
nevertheless a fact that In the absence of any 
declaration of Joyalty to the nation many people 
are saying that the Röpublfean tfékét in the city 
election is made up of men who dared not de- 
clare for the nation’s honor because they did not 
want to lose the votes of some people who care 
more for Germany than they do for the United 
States, This sentiment is widespread. It is not 
@ sentiment the existence of which makes for 
pleasantness in the city. When a whole party 
ticket is believed to be pro-German, not as against 
the entente but as against the United States in 
an issue with Germany, the result can only be an 
outbreak of political proscription of candidates 
with German names. This racial antagonism is in- 
tensified rather than modified when a party of- 
ficial is quoted as having said that in the event 
of a war with Germany the so-called German vote 
would elect the Republican ticket. If there is to 
be such voting it would be anti-United States 
voting and utterly indefensible. There are more 
United Statesers in St. Louis than there are people 
of German names and pro-German sentiment, and 
those United Statsers are likely to be solidified at 
the polls against the ticket composed of German- 
named candidates with a platform that does not 
pledge support to this country in a difference 
with Germany. It is disagreeable to contemplate 
this city divided into Americans and anti-Ameri- 
cans, pro-Germans and anti-Germans in a mu- 
nicipal election, but that is the way this city is 
going to divide at the election next month unless 
something is done to remove the suspicion of d 
loyglity to this Government upon the part of the 
Republican organisation as at present controlled. 
For myself, I can only say that there are men 
with German names and of German antecedents 
on the Republican ticket for whom I have respect 
and esteem and even affection, men who have 
made excellent officials, men who cannot be other 
than good Americans, and they are destined prob- 
ably to smashing Gefeat because the party plat- 
form studiously ignores the national crisis with 
a view of not displeasing the element of German 
origin that 80 largely dominates the Republican 
party locally.. These men should purge them- 
selves of the suspicion of treason, for it is highly 
probable that no man can be elected to office in 
an American city on the strength of supposed 
leanings towards a nation that is this country’s 
enemy. I have been against anti-Catholicism, 
against Jew-balting. anti-negro segregation. I am 
against proseription and political segregation of 
Germans, but the Republican platform's vociferous 
silence upon the subject of supporting this coun- 
try as against Germany, taken in connection with 
the strong flavor of German in the names of the 
Republican candidates, gives only too much sup- 
port to a very strong movement among people of 
other than German origin in the direction of vot- 
ing against evory candidate who is traceable to 
Teutonic beginnings. I do not relish the prospect 
of the first battle of the probable war between 
the United States and Germany being fought in 
St. Louis. I don't believe in voting against a man 
because he has a German name, but many thou- 
sands of people do believe in voting down every 
candidate of @ party whose platform omits point- 
edly the faintest shadow of a pledge of support 
to the nation in time of trial. The condition of 
affairs I write about indicates the election of the 
entire Demooratic city ticket, unless the Repub- 
liean candidates, worthy as many of them are, 
repudiate the significant and sinister silence of 
their platform upon this country’s contentions for 
its own rights and those of humanity.

fairs. It continued almost to the end of the ses- 
sion and the obstructionists did not hesitate to at- 
tempt ingenious coercion for inducing Mr. Gard- 
ner himself to abandon advocacy of the bill. On 
reading the interview the public will learn the 
reason why forms of legislation, of which the 
State was in urgent need a decade or more ago, 
have been so long delayed. 

That so many measures of decided merit were 
passed at the late session after successive defeats 
during prior sessions is due to a quality of lead- 
ership in the executive office which has been lack- 
ing for many years past. It was a practical lead- 
ership that brought many influences into co-oper- 
ation for the end sought and kept aloof from the 
game of political intrigue ordinarily played in 
the Statehouse. 

In examining the session record Mr. Gardner 
feéls a sense of elation, also a feeling of dis 
satisfaction. He is justified in both.. The 10 
measures authorizing new taxes and providing 
greater revenue from old taxes, together with the 
amended road law and various general statutes of 
importance, are creditable achievements. The 
mortgage tax bill, however, one of the important 
features of the Governor’s program, failed. 

A compensation law and a revision law were 
promised by both the Republican and Democratic 
State platforms in Missouri. Both bills were de- 
feated. 

The Legislature of 1919, which will have its own 
problems to deal with, must devote much valuable 
time and energy to work which the Legislature 
of 1917 left undone. 
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EMERGENCY VOLUNTEEBS. 
The appeal of Secretary of the Navy Daniels 
for 20,000 volunteer recruits for the navy ought to 
find a ready response from the patriotic young 
men of the country. It is a call to service in the 
first line of defense. An emergency exists. It 
is vital to the welfare of the nation that it be met 
at once. American manhood has never yet been 
deaf to such a call and nobody will believe that 
it can be so now. 
Congress no doubt will speedily get into the 
business of providing adequate man-power for na- 
tional defense through a universal service meas- 
ure. That, however, takes time and there is no 
time to spare. Almost any day may see the storm 
upon us and we must devise some way to meet it. 
Those in authority in the land are straining 
every resource to get ready. They are finding 
shipping and material and equipment as rapidly 
as is humanly possible. The one thins they can- 
not manufacture or buy or compe! at this juncture 
is an adequate force to man the ships. For this 
they must rely upon voluntary patriotism. ‘That 
it will not be forthcoming in full measure is un- 
thinkable. With those the people have chosen for 
leadership doing their share, the citizenry must 
not hesitate to take up ‘its end of the burden. It 
is the responsibility and the privilege of democ- 
racy. 
The men who enlist now will have the first and 
best opportunity to see active duty. They wili 
have in addition the inestimable honor of laying 
upon the altar of their country as a free-will of- 
fering the service which it has a right to exact 
of them. It may indeed be the last time America 
will find it necessary to call for volunteers in 
such a crisis. When universal service comes 
there should be no shortage of men at any 
time. But the volunteers of 1917 will have spe- 
cial honor. 
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When the First Missouri Regiment of the Na- 
tional Guard assembled at the call of the Presi- 
dent it was made up of men who looked like real 
soldiers. The Villa expedition accomplished that 


much. 
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MAYOR KIEL WAS JUSTIFIED.

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JOHN SCHMOLL’S TFoLLT. 
The Republican morning organ quotes John 


Schmoll, chairman of the Republican City Com- 
mittee as saying at a Republican rally that “any 
set of men who would at this critical crisis in the 
country’s history seek to raise race prejudices are 
cowards and traitors and not fit to call themselves 
Americans.” ö 

Schmoll is the man who said of Mayor Kiel's 
candidacy that “either the existing crisis or open 
hostilities would prompt St. Louisans of German 
parentage or extraction to vote for Kiel because 
of his German name. 

The worst kind of race prejudice would be 
aroused in this community by the solidarity of the 
German vote for candidates of German birth or 
German names and by political compromise with 
pro-German sentiment. That is deadly. 

The talk about race prejudice in connection with 
the demand that the local Republican organization 
and all other organizations declare their loyalty to 
America on the German war issue is rot. There 
is no prejudice against Germans as Germans or 
against American citizens of German origin. There 
is and there must be determined opposition to 
Germans or pretended American citizens of Ger- 
man origin who stand with Germany against 
America; and to cowardly politicians who com- 
promise with pro-German sentiment by evading 
a straight declaration of Americanism against 
Germanism. 

The issue of the German war on the United 
States admits of no compromise. It is a straight 
issue on which every man must stand up and 
be counted, regardless of party. It must be 
threshed out in St. Louis and now is the time. 
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Rasputin is now blamed for the illness of the 
former Czarevitch Alexis. However that may be, 
the mystic monk was in a large measure responsi- 
ble for the fatal illness of the Romanoff dynasty. 
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$1,000,000,000 FOR FRANCE. 
The New York World’s proposal that the United 
States give France $1,000,000,000 to aid in prose- 
cuting the war against Germany is generally ap- 
proved by the press and public. 
The proposal appeals to both the judgment and 
the sentiment of the people. The gift would be 
a fair return to France in her time of need for 
France’s generosity to America in our time of 
need. France sent soldiers to America to help 
fight our battle for liberty and let us have money 
without interest. 
The gift would be an effective blow against our 
common enemy, France does not now need men. 
If she did we could not send them at once. But 
the billion dollars will buy what France does need 
—munitions, equipment, food and other neces- 
saries of war. The money can be put to immedi- 
ate and effective use in maintaining the armies 
fighting the German lines. The gift would heart- 
en and strengthen France and put renewed confi- 
dence and enthusiasm into all the forces of the 
allies. 
Long-continued war may require American 
forces at the front, but the billion dollars would 
be timely and effective aid. We are so rich in re- 
sources that the sum would be a bagatelle in war 
expenditure. If it accomplished its object it would 
save billions. 
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WRT: 

The action of 18 civic, commercial and pub- 
lic organizations of St. Louls in sending a 
telegram to the President of the United 
States pledging “all aid we can furnish in 
the present and future emergencies,” was only 
what should have been expected of a city that 
has been conspicuous for prompt support of 
the Government in every crisis. That there 
was some discussion as to whether specific 
advice should be volunteered the President is 
but natural. There are many who still hug 
the hope that some miracle may come to 
avert war, made up in part of pacifists and in 
part of men who shrink from the possibility 
of having to fight their close kinsmen. When- 
ever a country calls its sons to war it exacts 
the supreme sacrifice, but there are especial- 
ly tragic features when the response means 
such a tearing of heart strings as waging 
war against the land of one’s birth necessi- 
tates. But men have met this test in the 
past. Our forefathers met it in the revolu- 
tlon.—From an editorial in the Globe-Demo- 
erat. 


But, says the Globe-Democrat, it is unpa- 
triotic, contemptible and insulting to ask the 
local Republican organization to declare its sup- 
port of the Government in the supreme crisis 
with Germany.

But it is unpatriotic and un-American, in the 
opinion of the Star, to question the failure of 
the local Republican organization to declare its 
support of the Government in resisting inhuman 
and lawless German attacks on American rights, 
ships and citizens.

pian scheme with too great expectations,’’ 
Mr. Antwine said. 

It is quite true that a republic can strip Siberia 
of its terrors and do away with the autocratic abuses 
from which Russia has so long suffered, but it can 
also lead to other abuses between which and those 
already suffered there is not much choice . 

‘*Republicanism is not going to render all men 
equal, either in their abilities or their expectations. 
There must still remain those more skillful in accu 
mulation than the average Russian, and those not 
above sewing the rest of the population up in the 
sack of special privilege. 

If Russia will send a junketing committee through 
the world to learn what the experience of other re- 
publics has been, she will find us glad to tell her 
through what mistakes we have come to even that ap- 
proximation of equality which we are now enjoying. 
She will be interested to hear about the extent to 
lich our natural resources have been grabbed, the 
long fight we have had to disabuse the people of the 
notion that a high protective tariff is a good thing 
for the country, and the subtle manner in which the 
octopus of monopoly fixed its tentacles about the 
White House. 

‘‘We have had Cars, too, just as Russia will have 
unless she determines at the outset to avoid the mis- 
takes we have made. The cunning of man is not ex- 
hausted by any form of Government. It persists un- 
der any Constitution that human ingenuity has been 
able to devise. The founders of the new Government 
in Russia are not going to be able to foresee the eco- 
nomic Ozars of that country any better than the found- 
ers of our own Government foresaw them here, un- 
less they are to ascertain what the experience of other 
republics has been. 

Parties shall arise in Russia, and some of them 
shall sell out to interests inimical to the people, ex- 
actly as parties have always done. Russia must not 
be in a hurry. There have been a lot of republics, 
and if she modeled her own only after a commission 
had gone fully into everything from the Roman re- 
public down to this one, she would be much shrewder 
than anyone can hope she will be. 

There has always been an impression that the 
people can take care of themselves. That is not so. 
They have to be very carefully guided. Russia needs 
a free and fearless press, a little red school house 
upon every steppe, and time to grope her way through 
the darkness. 

The assurance that God is on our side in the con- 
troversy was pretty general over the country on Sun- 
day. Maybe we are going to be the ones to drag 
God into the war, after all

To summa- 
rize her work as head of this division 
and to give an idea of the way she, 
es out the plans formulated by 
ssioner Caminetti and Gecretary 
of Labor W. B. Wilson, is to summarize 
at the same time the work of all the di- 
visions. The opportunities for greater 
work, however, are found in the large 
industrial cities, rather than in an in- 
land city like Denver, with its factory 
system still undeveloped, yet the sys- 
tem of work is practically the same. 
The plan includes the finding of em- 
ployment for all the unemployed wom- 
en and girls over 16 years of age, and 
the development of efficient wage earn- 
ers through elementary and vocational 
training and dissemination of informa- 
tion concerning vocational selection and 
training to girle approaching 16 years of 


All service is free. Particular atten- 
tion is given to the requests of the 
women Wage earners, and every effort 
made to meet the demand for female 
help in the farming communities, as 
well as in the cities. The needs of the 
employer are also ascertained, and 
through the division head he comes in 
tcuch with the applicant. There is an 
exchange of information concerning the 
qualifications formation about the op- 
portunities listed, and the prospective 
employers are given information con- 
cerning the qualifications of the appli- 
cants, Statistics are compiled from the 
records upon which have been written 


work and the employer applying for 
help. 

The operation of this law does not 
consist entirely of inside office work. 
While the head of the division writes 
hundreds of letters sending them to all 
institutions—local, county or state 
where help is employed, asking the em- 
ployers to use the department and list 
for use their requirements for their 
employes, she also makes personal calls, 
in many instanees, and does a thriving 
business over the telephone. Once each 
month she sends into the U. S. Bureau 
a complete report of the work of her 
office. 


The readiness with which the eunem- 
ployed began to use this employment 
division ‘was a surprise, even to those 
who were most interested. In Denver 
there were 11 applicants the first three 
days. In the two months of activity, 
over 150 applications have been received 
from women and girls ranging in years 
from 16 to 70, the greatest number be- 
ing between the ageb of 20 and 2. 


It is a wonderful work that we are 
doing.“ declared Miss Herring, but al- 
ready we need something more to help 
us—and we will get that something 
when the Casey bill is passed. In fact, 
our growth depends largely on the in- 
vestigations of the conditions of the 
wage-earning women that can be made 
under the division which shall be creat- 
ed by the passage of this bill. 


No, there is no antagonism shown to- 
ward the bill; the delay is merely oc- 
casioned by the pressure of other mat- 
ters. It has been reported favorably 
by the House Committee, and it is now 
before the Senate Committee on Labor 
and Education. ‘ 


“This bill, which was originated by 
the National Women’s Trade Union 
League, is supported by organizations 
representing over three million mem- 
bers. Most of these organizations be- 
long to the National Council of Women. 
I think it is the duty of the women of 
this country to get behind this bill and 
push it—just as we have had to push 
bills in the past, in order to get them 
passed. 

“The greatest need for our work is a 
spearate bureau, the same as the Chil- 
dren’s Buread, instead of having its ex- 
penses cared for by the Bureau of Im- 
migration. The Casey bill provides for 
this division in the Department of La- 
bor to be known as the Woman's Di- 
vision.

| How to Make a Xylophone 


OME rainy day when you have 
‘nothing to do’ make a xylophone. 
Secure any number of glass tumblers 
or bottles of similar shape. Set them in 
a row on the table. Get a pitcher full 
of water and fill several of the glasses 
or bottles to various depths. You will 
note that when you lightly strike these 
glasses with a spoon or pencil each one 
gives out a different tone or note. The 
more water in ithe glass the lower the 
note, 

With this information it will be easy 
for you so to fill each glass that the en- 
tire set will represent the musical scale. 
At least one octave, or eight notes, 
should be so provided. Of course, if de- 
sired, you may so fill glasses as to give 
sharps and flats, thus requiring 13 glass- 
es to the octave. 

With a little practice you can play 
simple tunes on this arrangement. 
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ples go on ad infinitum. Here are 
a few variations on the apple 
theme: 
Apple Solid—To every pound of sliced 
fruit allow half as much sugar and the 
juice and grated rind of 1 lemon. Put 
all together in a double boller and cook 
until a thick mass. Put into a mold, 
cool, and serve with cream. 

Apple Meringue—Peel, core and bake 
as many apples as needed. The meringue 
is made from the whites of 2 eggs 
beaten stiff with 2 tablespoons confec- 
tioners’ sugar; % tablespoon lemon juice 
or K teaspoon vanilla may be added last 
of all. Pour over the apples and brown. 

Ginger Apples—Take equal quantities 
| of apples and sugar. Firm, green apples 
are best. Pare, core and quarter them. 
and put into cold water. Put the sugar 
into a kettle, and to every pound of 
sugar add % pint of water and bring to 
a boil. Add the apples and % pound of 
whole ginger, dried. Boil until the ap- 
ples are clear and can be pierced with a 
straw, Put in jars and seal in the usual 
way. Serve with cup custard, 

Fried Apples—Cut apples around, in 
rather thick slices, take out the cores, 
and fry in butter. Sprinkle with pow- 
dered sugar. 3 

Baked Apples With Nuts—Remove the 
cores of smooth, firm apples, and stuff 
the centers with chopped nuts. Then 
cover with 1 teaspoon sugar, 1 table- 
spoon water and % teaspoon cinnamon, 
to each apple, and bake. 

Baked Apples With Banana—Bake ap- 
ples in the usual way, paring and cor- 
ing, but lay 1 banana in the pan to bake 
with them. Serve with whipped cream. 
Or banana may be halved and quar- 
tered lengthwise and cut in two-inch 
pieces to fill cavity left by core. One 
teaspoon of brown sugar may be used 
to sweeten. Granulated sugar and % 
teaspoon lemon juice may be used in- 
stead of brown sugar. 

Caramel Apples—Boil 1 cup of sugar 
with % pint of water for 10 minutes. Peel 
and core 6 large apples and cook in the 
syrup until tender, turning eften. Re- 
move the apples and dissolve 1 heaping 
tablespoon of gelatine in the syrup. Put 
1 cup of brown sugar, % cup of cream, 
1 tablespoon of butter in a pan and cook 
until it makes a firm ball when dropped 
ir cold water. Then add 1 cup of 
chopped nuts, pour into the center of 
the apples, fill in around with syrup, and 
serve, when set, with whipped cream. 
Apple Puffs—Sift 1 cup of flour, a 
pinch of salt, 1 teaspoon of baking pow- 
Ger together. Add , cup of sugar, 1 egg, 
1 cup of milk, and 3 apples chopped fine. 
Mix to a stiff batter and drop by spoon- 
fuls into hot fat, to fry until a golden 
brown. Serve with liquid sauce, such 
as a lemon sauce. 

Apple Dumplings.— Wash, pare and 
core 6 small apples. Make a biscuit 
dough of 2 cups of flour, mixed and 
sifted with 4 teaspoons of baking pow- 
der, and % teaspoon of salt. Into this 
cut one tablespoon of shortening, and 
when mixture is like coarse meal, add 
gradually about & of a cup of milk or 


water enough to make a stiff dough. 
Tosa out on to a floured board and pat 
out to about a half inch in thickness.

MYSTERY MELODRAMA 


Lyn Harding and Mary Boland 
Appear. in Effective New 
York Production.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, March 27.—Although 
Horace Annesley Vachell’s The Case of 
Lady Camber” is a veritable compound 
of all the more or less obvious tricks 
and subterfuges known to mystery mel- 
odrama, there is no doubt that its first 
audience at the Lyceum Theater last 
night was well entertained and that 
their interest, not unmixed with mystifi- 
cation, was sustained until the end.. It 
is not a play that requires much thought, 
and it does not resist analysis, but its 
author accomplished all that he set out 
to do, and to this extent he may be 
cerdited with having earned a popular 

success. 

The case of Lady Camber is a case 
of “nerves,” which in its tragic re- 
sults to her becomes almost tragic to 
the rest. She is an ill-bred, profane, ut- 
terly contemptible music hall dancer, 
who has married a ne’er-do-well noble- 
man, and has collapsed while trying to 
live up to her new social station. It is 
a part of the author’s chain of coinci- 
dences that she is put under the care 
of a successful London specialist, who 
has discovered:a new, powerful narcotic 
for which there is no antidote, and that 
the nurse who is assigned to her case 
was once invilved, though not dis- 
gracefully, with Lord Chamber. 

This evil patient gets an inkling of the 
old attachment, and when she is conva- 
lescing, calls up her husband in a fit 
of jealousy, pretending over the tele- 
phone that she is the nurse. What she 
hears over the wire in return throws 
her into a relapse, from which she dies. 

Tabglie Grows Hopeless. 

The lies of theh husband are superim- 
posed on the evasions of the nurse until 
the tangle becomes hopeless. Did the 
nurse kill Lady Camber? Or her hus- 
band? Or her vondictive maid? Or did 
she just dies of pure cussedness? There 
are suspicions enou evolved to en- 
mesh everybody. It turns out that Lady 
Camber died a natura] death.. The spe- 
cialist, who loves the nurse, proves that 
there was nothing criminal in his pa- 
tient's taking off, by the simple process 
of having the narcotic in the bottle care- 
fully measured. So, in th eend, Lady 
Comber is happily out of the way and 
the aht to happiness is cleared for the 
physician and the nurse. ql 

The play on the whole was pretty well 
acted. Lyn Harding was ingratiating; 
but not very impressive, as a scientific: 
man in the role of the specialist. W. L. 
Abington, as a pompous old toady who 
administered his nostrums exclusively to 
the nobility gave a very clever character 
impersonation of his role. Sydney Shoals 
was delicate and sympathetic as the 
nurse. The acting of Mary Boland as 
the vixen from the music halls was as 
hard at flint, though she scored well in 
one violent scene. A rather effective 
performance of the maid who was the 
devil—not the god—of Mr. Vachell’s ma- 
chine, was contributed by Laine Emery. 

“The Case of Lady Camber” ig not for 
sophisticated audiences. But it is a 
lively, effective and well sustained mel- 
odrama, nevertheless, 


JULIUS TANNEN'S NEW ACT 
EXCEPTIONALLY ENJOYABLE 


Enough Merry Quips in Columbia 
Monologue to Brighten Many a 
Fireside. 


Juulius Tannen, the Paylowa of mon- 
ologue, pirouetted over the laughter of 
the Columbia's audience yesterday with 
a new recital which is lighter and more 
amusing than the one with which he 
appeared in vaudeville before his re- 
cent prolonged diversion to the legisi- 
mate stage.

His explana- 
tion of the manner in which theater 
sites are selected was also enlightening. 

Eddie Foy and his seven juniors pre- 
sent an act in whicn the second and 
seventh of the family, both boys, ri- 
val their father in droliness. A sketch 
entitled “You,” shows the real self and 
the outer aspect of a pair approaching 
marriage, in somewhat the method 
made familiar in “Overtones.””

ST. LOUIS AUDIENCE THRILLED 
BY PLAYING OF BOY PIANIST 


Mischa Levitehi Proves He Is More 
Than Youthfal Prodigy by Rendition 
of Beethoven's Waldstein“ Sonata. 


One of the most precocious musical 
talents recently revealed in this city ts 
that of Mischa Levitzski, pianist, who 
made his Gebut last night at the 
Sheldon auditorioum. It was 
mot so much that he had sufficient speed 
of fingers to give a dazzling perform- 
ance of Rubinstein's formidable “Stac- 
cato” etude—most youthful pr: tigics 
revel in technical feate—as it was the 
maturity which enabled him to give a 
most significant rendition of a work 
so profound in meaning as Beethoven's 
Waldstein!“ sonata. The slow move- 
ment especially, with its depth of 
thought and feeling and its searching 
beauty, Was such as scarcely any other 
Beethoven player of Levitaki's age could 
equal. 

It is difficult to recall a pianist who 
Plays with such complete poise and 
quiet absence of effort. His body re- 
mained almost motionless, and without 


strength of his wrists, to build up 
porten volumes of sound. He pos- 
sesses an extremely dexterous rhythmic 
sense an individual tone, full-bodied 
and us. Distinctive interpretations 
were given of Mosert’s “Marcia alle 
Turca,” the Gluck-Brahms “Gavotte,” 


Nocturne in F Minor, and Liszt’s “Etude 
de Concert” and Sixth Rhapsody.

Guarantors Will Be Required to 


Pay 76 Per Cent of Their 
Pledges. 


Homer Moore's first time, and only 
time opera, Louis XIV, produced at the 
Odeon about a month ago, cost more 
than $14,000 and the receipts were cnly 
$3062.52, according to a report made pub- 
lic today by a firm of expert account- 
ants.

The stage manager’s salary was 
845 and the expense for costumes was 
$40. The rental of the Odeon amounted 
to $797. 

Other items on the bill are postage,
